EGULATION, NOT CONFISCA- 
TION. 

The further our experience goes and 
the more seriously we are compelled 
to think about it, the more we will 
come to realize that in America the 
true governmental policy is regulation, 
not confiscation. We are thinking of 
the new-fangled: theory of public 
ownership of about everything under 
the sun. Of course, there may be ob- 
jections to classifying this as confisca- 
tion, but it is a species of confisca- 
tion to compel the possessor of prop- 
erty to part with it unwillingly, even 


although a fair price be paid for it. 


There is a provision under our laws 
known as the right of eminent domain, 
by which the public may acquire pos- 
session of anything whose uses are 
considered vital to the well-being of 
the cammon wealth, 

Now let us take a specific instance. 
Mr. Bryan's newest political fad, oth- 
erwise vote-catcher, is public owner- 
ship of all the railroads in the United 
States. The Times has explained w 

it weuld cost the people to acquire this 
ownership, and the sum is so vast and 
the considerations so enormous that 
thoughtful people will hesitate forever 
before putting their indorsement upon 
Mr. Bryan's programme. In opposti- 
tion to this, the right of the public 
to regulate railroad rates and the en- 
joyment of all franchises for corpora- 
tions is a thing indisputable. We are 
learning te put this provision of our 
Constitution into effect in more in- 
stances as the time goes on.

EXICO’S GOLD BASIS SUCCESS. 

It is hard on W. J. Bryan, but it 

is a fact that Mexico's first year ona 

gold basis is a marked suceess. It is 

seldom that the first year of any finan- 

cial revolution, especially one so rad- 

ical as changing from silver to gold, is 

satisfying. Economic disturbances 

usually follow all radical financial 
changes. 

Investments of foreign capital had 
virtually ceased for two years prior to 
the change, but since then, in the past 
twelve months, fully $150,000,000 of such 
capital has been invested in Mexico. 
About one-half of it was American and 
the rest largely French and Canadian. 
The year been the most prosper- 
ous in the history of the country, says 
Edward M. Conley, tate Vice-Consul- 
General in Mexico City. Most of the 
new American capital was invested in 
railroad construction, mining equip- 
ment, plantations, city real estate and 
mercantile establishments. The total 
American capital now invested in 
Mexico is $600,000,000. 

Mexico has begun her second gold- 
basis year under particularly auspl- 
clous circumstances. Finance Minister 
Limantour has budgeted $1,000,000 ad- 
ditional Federal revenue for the cur- 
rent year. The annual $40,000,000 sliver 
production ig expected to show a sub- 
stantial increase, while the production 
of copper, which has ameunted to $12,- 
000,000 annually, promises this year to 
reach the $15,000,000 mark. Its high 
price is in Mexico's favor.

New York Commissioner Deputy 
Mathot le Accused of Race Prejudice. 
Charges of Perjury and Threats of 

_ Retribution on All Sides—United 
German Society to Hold Meeting.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. 
Bingham charged by a magazine writ- 
er with a serious offense; his deputy, 
Mr. Mathot, accused of race prejudice 
against all Germans, and with charges 
of perjury and threats of retribution 
on all sides, the case of Inspector Max 
Schmittberger, on trial for alleged der- 
eliction of police duty, assumed 
Interesting phase yesterday. 

Lincoln Steffens, a magazine writer. 
sent to Gen. Bingham a letter which 
the commissioner at once made public, 
reading in part as follows: 

“My Dear Gen. Bingham: It is due 
to you, I think. to know in advance

that I have told I tor Schmitt- 
berger that I would ™estify, if he 
wished, to the fact that you said to 
me that you meant to ‘get’ bim.“ 

Commissioner Bingham declined to 
discuss this letter, and delegated to 
Mathot the duty of explaining the de- 
partment’s attitude in regard to an- 
other of the days developments in the 
Schmittberger case. 

This was the assertion that Schmitt- 
berger’s counsel, Martin W. Littleton 
and George A. Voss. were in posses- 
sion of an affidavit from James J. 
Rut ler, a longshoreman, to the effect 
that Butler had thrown himself into 
the North River in July. 1904, by ar- 
rangement with Charles Becker, a po- 
lice rounds man, that Becker might 
“rescue” him and receive recognition 
and reward. Becker was expected to 
be an important witness against 
Schmittberger. 

The last of the Schmittberger bulle- 
tins was that issued by George A. 
Voss, and announced that the United 
German Society of this city, through

meeting next Monday evening. in No. 
101 Avenue A. for the purpose of pro- 
testing against Inspector Schmittber- 
gers trial and the “persecution and 
conspiracy against him.“ 

To this announcement, Voss made the 
following addition: “The committee 
reports to me that it has ascertained 
that Deputy Police Commissioner 
Mathot is viciously and violently op- 
posed to all Germans on account of 
his own French nationality, and that 
he has given expression to hie views 
and attitude in the persecution and 
mock prosecution of Inspector Schmitt- 
berger, who is a German.” 

Mathot. who appears as the prose- 
cuting official tn the trial of the in- 
spector. left the city to be absent till 
Monday. before the charge 
prejudice made against him by 
Schmittberger’s counsel was given to 
the public.

COMET’S ORBIT COMPUTED. ~ 


California University Astronomers 
Complete Their Study of Planet 
Discovered August 23. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS A.M.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—- Prot. 
Crawford and A. J. Campreux, assisted 
by 8. Einarson of the astronomical 
department of the University of Cal- 
fornia, have just completed the de- 
termination of the orbit of the comet

DEVIL” SURPRISES

Tracy, With Locomobile, Finishes First in the 


Vanderbilt Cup Elimination Trials. 


NEW YORK Sept. 22.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) “Dare Devil Joe” Tracy, in 
his 90-horse power Locomobile finished 
first in the eliminating trials for the 
Vanderbilt Cup race today. His time 
for the 297.1 miles was 6 h., 27 min. and 
45 sec. 
The next to qualify was Herbert Le 
Bion of France, driving a 115-horse 
power Thomas car. He was 23 min- 
utes and # seconds behind Tracy. 
Thirty-four minutes and 14 seconds 
efter Le Bion came Harding in a 
Haynes. 


William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., donor of 
the cup and referee of the race, then 
ordered the race stopped because the 
crowd in front of the quarters of 
Tracy prevented the other cars from 
passing. 


The five machines selected by the 
judges to take part in the Vanderbilt 
Cup races were those driven by Tracy, 


Mishaps were plentiful during the 
trial, but none resulted in fatal in- 
jury to any of the contestants. The. 
worst accident happened to the Math-: 
eson car, driven by Mongini. On the 
first round, as Mongini raced down 
Spinnie Hill to turn into the North 
Hempstead road, a tire burst and the 
fiying car was hurled to one side of 
the road, smashing into a telegraph 
pole. Mongint was made senseless as 
was his mechanician. The car was 
put out of the race. 
It was estimated that at least 0,000 
persons saw the trial from some vant- 
age point. ,

STATE UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 
ENJOY THE CHANGE. 


President Wheeler of the Univer- 
sity Writes to High School Prin- 
cipals a Letter Favorable to the 
Rugby GaGme of Football and Tells 
Why It le Superior. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

BERKELEY, Sept. 19.—The football 
season at the University of California 
is only about two weeks old, but « 
long eneugh time has elapsed to show 
that the success of the Rugby game, 
as far as the University of California 
is concerned, is assured. More men 
have turned out for practice this year 
than ever before in the history of the 
game and thie institution. Arrange- 
ments are now being made for a series 
of tmterclass contests. The men are 
playing the game for the fun there 
is In playing it. It is interesting to 
hear the comments of the men on the 
eld as they are beginning to under- 
stand the rules. Their enthusiasm over 
Rugby grows with their knowledge of 
the game. 

President Wheeler has responded to 
a number of letters from High School 
principals in California, regarding the 
football situation, thus: 

BERKELEY, Sept. 5 dear 
Sir: I hope there will be no hesita- 
tion on the part of the schools of the 
State in adopting the Rugby game of 
football, which is hereafter to be 
played by Stanford and California. The 
alternative, namely the adoption of 
the New Intercollegiate, involves also 
the learning of a practically new game. 
No man can as yet tell what that 
geome will really be. At present it is 
merely a body of rules on paper. What

I think, however, they should 
both play the same. There is no doubt 
that Berkeley and Stanford will al- 
ways play this game. If the East 
should settle down upon the game 
represented by their present rules on 
paper, a thing which I do not believe 
likely to happen, even then we shall 
certainly continue Rugby. Playtng 
that game we shall have opportunity 
of competition and interchange with

our natural neighbors on the coast 
and islands of the Pacific. Rugby as 
the game of Vancouver. Australia, 


New Zealand and the California uni- 
versities, may fairly claim to be the 
Pacific type. I know of no better serv- 
ice which the universities could have 
rendered to the schools of the State 
than to provide them with a game of 
football to take the place of the thor- 
oughly discredited Intercollegiate, 
which as being a system of evolutions 
rather than a game and a prolonged 
mechanical strain rather than a free 
sport, had proved itself peculiarly un- 
fit for the high school age. I am send- 
ing you herewith a copy of the rules 
adopted by the joint athletic commit- 
tee of the two universities.
